WO marked tendencies in the educa- 

tional world today have special 

significance to all who deal with 
books—whether they be authors, publishers, 
booksellers, or librarians. 

One of these tendencies is the gradual 
shifting of emphasis 
from the teacher to 
the book. Our fa- 


thers learned their man of ‘the

history, their philos- 
ophy, and even their 
literature from a sin- 
gle textbook, but the 
methods of teaching 
prevalent in the year 
1925 send the student 
to many teachers and to many books. This 
is true even in our elementary schools, and 
the college library, the high school library, 
and even the elementary school library are 
gradually assuming a more important place 
in educational equipment. This does not 
mean that the teacher is losing his influence 
but rather that books are “coming into their 
own.” The teacher is still the guide, but 
the student is encouraged to study, and 
think for himself after reading, under the 
guidance of his instructor, several import- 
ant authorities on the subject in hand. 
Books, in other words, are coming to be 
regarded as more essential tools in educa- 
tion. 

The other tendency I have in mind is 
the increasing interest in Adult Education. 
Not only in the United States and Canada 
but in Europe and elsewhere there is a

growing demand for a better understand- 
ing of life on the part of large groups of 
people. “This demand has resulted in the 
formation of new agencies for education 
and in the revitalizing of old ones. Every 
day more people are discovering the fact 
that education is a 
life-long process and 
that the words “edu- 
Commission on cation” and “school” 
synonyms. 
This could not be bet- 
ter stated than in the 
words of President 
Coolidge, “We can 
not abandon our edu- 
cation at the school- 
house door. We must keep it up thru life.” 

I believe it was these two tendencies 
(the wider use of books in education and 
the increasing interest in Adult Education) 
that prompted the appointment by the 
American Library Association in July, 
1924, of a Commission on the Library and 
Adult Education “‘to study the adult edu- 
cation movement and the work of libraries 
for adults and for older boys and girls out 
of school, and: to report its findings and 
recommendations to the A. L. A. Council.” 

The appointment of this Commission was 
also prompted by a special study made by 
Dr. William J. Learned for the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York. The result of 
this study printed in ““The American Public 
Library andthe Diffusion of Knowledge,” 
paints an inspiring picture of the possibili- 
ties of library service. Every publisher and 
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every librarian will find this book decidedly 
worth reading. 

Our Commission has been at work for 
sixteen months. Funds provided by friends 
of the Adult Education movement have 
made it possible for the Commission to em- 
ploy an Executive Secretary, to carry on 
special studies and investigations, to hold 
frequent meetings, and to publish bulletins 
containing partial results of its study. Five 
such bulletins have been printed. They 
may be secured by addressing the American 
Library Association, 86 E. Randolph St., 
Chicago, III. 

The final report of this Commission is 


~ to be completed and ready for consideration 


and action at the Fiftieth Anniversary Con- 
ference of the American Library Associa- 
tion which will be held in Atlantic City 
and Philadelphia in October, 1926. 

The Commission claims no gréat dis- 
covery and will make no startling an- 
nouncement. It hopes, however, to present 
methods and suggestions that may be 


adopted generally in library practice and 


that will make a distinct contribution to 
the wider diffusion of knowledge and cul- 
ture among adults. 

Three distinct forms of service will be 
proposed. 

First—An information service regarding 
local opportunities in Adult Education. 
Such a service is already in operation in a 
few libraries. By means of this service 
any person wishing to undertake a course 
of study can secure at his local library full 
information as to local possibilities in his 
particular subject, learning where each 
class is held, the name of the instructor, 
cost, and all the other important facts. 

Second—Systematized book service to all 
other local agencies engaged in adult edu- 
cation. One of the greatest needs felt by 
students in labor colleges, night schools, 
extension classes, continuation schools, and 
university extension courses is the need 
for books. Some books the student will, of 
course, buy for himself, but since present 
methods of instruction require the student 
to use many books he cannot afford to buy 
them all. We hope to persuade libraries 
to make more thoro their efforts to fill this 
need. ; 

Third—A form of service that will be 
proposed of guiding the reading and sup- 


plying the books for individual students. - 
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Several progressive libraries have already 
established Readers’ Bureaus or have ap- 
pointed a Readers’ Adviser or a Readers’ 
Assistant. The particular name selected 
does not matter. The object is to provide 
a place where any person who desires to 
“read with a purpose” may go and consult 
confidentially’ a person who is competent 
to assist him in outlining a course of read: 
ing. Possibly courses already prepared 
might fit his need. Perhaps a new course 
of six or eight books would need to be com- 
piled. Frequently the Readers’ Adviser 
would consult some local teacher or expert 
regarding the make-up of the course. The 
Adviser would first encourage the reader 
to tell of his education, occupation, previ- 
ous reading, and other facts that would be 
helpful in adapting the course to his partic- 
ular needs. A part of the scheme would be 
some provision that would guarantee that 
the books listed in the course would be 
available when needed by the reader, and 
in the order in which they should be read. 

In connection with this third service— 
giving direct service to individual students 
and providing reading courses for these stu- 
dents—the American Library Association 
has begun the publication of a new series of 
reading courses, a series that differs in 
many respects from any reading courses 
heretofore published. Each course is pre- 
pared by a carefully chosen expert in the 
particular subject. It is printed by the 
Association in an attractive booklet of 
pocket size containing from 25 to 50 pages. 
The text is in itself a brief outline of the 
subject written in an interesting style and 
in language easily understood by the aver- 
age reader. The course is intended to 
stimulate an interest in the subject and to 
lead the reader on to read six or eight books 
on the subject. These books are mentioned 
in the text in the order in which they 
should be read. Five courses have already 
appeared, several others are in preparation, 
and it is the intention eventually to cover 
in a general way the whole range of human 
knowledge. The courses thus far pub- 
lished are: 

Biology, 

English Literature, 

Ten Pivotal Figures of History, 

Some Great American Books, Sociology 
and Social Problems. 

They have been well received and are 
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being widely used and sold by libraries. 
The Association will be glad to receive in- 
formation from publishers and booksellers 
regarding the demand for the books listed 
in these courses. 

The experience of librarians who are 
experimenting with this library service in 
adult education has developed a need that 
should be of particular interest to authors 
and publishers of books. In selecting books 
for classes and in preparing reading courses 
for individual students they find a great 
dearth of books that are authoritative in 
content and are at the same time written 
in a style and a language suited to the com- 
prehension of the average reader. This 
need has been ably presented by James 
Harvey Robinson in his book “The 
Humanizing of Knowledge.” 

The Commission now has a committee 
working on this subject of readable books. 
This committee will endeavor to do two 
very definite things: first, it will list, by 
way of illustration, and for use in libraries, 
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certain books already in print that meet the 
need, and, second, it will endeavor to list 
subjects in which books are needed but are 
not yet available. 

It is too early to prophesy how much 
may be accomplished by the American 
Library Association and by libraries in this 
program of adult education, but the mem- 
bers of the Commission are convinced that 
there is a wide field ready for this sort of 
educational service. The carrying out of 
the program requires three definite things: 

(1) A highly trained personnel to serve 
as readers’ advisers. These must be re- 
cruited from librarians already in service, 
from others outside the profession, and 
from the library schools, where it is pos- 
sible special courses of training may soon 
be provided. (2) More adequate supplies 
of books and the publication, as already 
noted, of more books adapted to this special 
service. (3) Larger appropriations for our 
libraries in order that the personnel and the 
books may be provided. 


Buying for the Bookshop 


CHAPTER V 
‘Eliminating Dead Stock and Buying Jobs 


|T may be taken for granted 
that no matter how careful or 
prescient a buyer may happen 
to be, he is bound to make 
mistakes. A certain amount 
of dead stock accumulates on 
the tables and shelves every year, and 
the problem is to get rid of it with as 
small a percentage of loss as possible. The 
old-fashioned idea in bookselling, was 
to keep a book on the shelves until it 
either fetched its price or fell to pieces, 
but at the rate books are published now- 
a-days that method would fill a stor- 
age warehouse with old stock in a few 
years. The up-to-date bookseller who ap- 
plies modern merchandising principles to his 
business realizes that if a book does not 
sell within a certain fixed period, it be- 
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comes only an encumbrance, something that 
takes up room which might be occupied by 
fresh saleable stock. So he dates every 
book as it comes in the store, and then 
makes it a point to go thru his stock say, 
twice a year, weeding out books which 
have overstayed their welcome. That opens 
the question of how long a book should 
be allowed to stay in stock, and this, of 
course, is a dangerous subject to general- 
ize on. 

Every book must be judged on its own 
merits, and some are sure to sell eventually, 
but generally speaking, I should say any 
volume that does not show some signs of 
selling movement within a twelve-month 
period, should be weeded out. Suppose 
that a bookseller does this twice a year. 
He goes thru his stock, picks out five

hundred, a thousand or two thousand books 
that seem to be slow sellers. His next prob- 
lem then is that of minimizing his loss. 
Some dealers prefer to take a straight loss 
and charge it off against the year’s busi- 
ness, others prefer to go out and buy some 
“Sob” books that will yield a profit, and 
by mixing the latter with their own left- 
overs, even up the losses at least to some 
extent. 

There are several concerns in New 
York which make a practice of buying up 
publishers’ remainders, and from these peo- 
ple can be obtained some surprisingly good 
material for sale lists, at very low prices. 
At Brentano’s, we have experimented sev- 
eral times with composite lists made up 
partly of our own overstock and partly of 
specially purchased ‘‘Remainders’—with 
very excellent results. Also, we make it 
a point to send out about once every two 
months, a specially printed slip offering 
anywhere from six to a dozen titles that 
have sold slowly. These are not what the 
trade terms in vulgar parlance “‘plugs,” 
but intrinsically good books, which for one 
reason or another have failed to catch the 
popular fancy. Sometimes they are offered 
to the public at cost or less, which, of course, 
leaves a disagreeable impression on the 
wrong side of the ledger, an impression that 
might, however, be still more unpleasant 
did we not use this method of closing 
stock out. 

During the past year at one of our 
stores, we found it necessary to weed out 
about fifteen hundred volumes of regular 
two dollar fiction which had gone “dead” 
on our hands. To move this quantity 
quickly, it seemed that we would have to 
offer the books at a price which would en- 
tail a serious loss, so we adopted a slightly 
different method. Instead of taking a 
straight loss, we purchased an equal quan- 
tity of fiction from another dealer at a very 
low price. We then had some little slips 
printed offering our customers a “Vaca- 
tion Surprise Package” consisting of four 
novels (to be selected by us) at a cost of 
two dollars plus postage. These slips went 
out with our regular monthly statements 
and inside of thirty days, we had cleared 
out about twenty-eight hundred books, to 
say nothing of having stimulated a number 
of quiescent accounts. This plan cut our 
net loss on each book down to about 
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twenty cents per copy, a very favorable 
showing if one takes into consideration the 
price which fiction ordinarily fetches, 
when it finally finds its way to the Sale 
‘Tables. 

There are several. angles to the purchas- 
ing of “Job Lots” that I think some buy- 
ers overlook. Such purchases enable you to 
offer your customers books at prices at- 
tractive to them and still profitable to 
yourself; they enable you to efface your 
losses on your own remainders; they offer 
you a working margin of profit in return 
for a much smaller investment than 
that which is involved in the purchase of 
new stock. 

This year we purchased a well-assorted 
lot of remainders from a New York firm, 
which in addition furnished us with im- 
printed catalogs listing every book at its 
original price and also at a special reduced 
price. The prices ranged from twenty-five 
cents, for single volumes that had origi- 
nally sold for two or three dollars, up to 
ten and twenty dollars for sets. From 
these list prices, we were allowed a flat 
discount applying on our opening purchase 
and on all reorders. The lists were sent 
out to a selected list of names, and response 
was most gratifying. We not only cleaned 
up our first purchase, but found it neces- 
sary to send in reorders which about tripled 
the amount of our original shipment. Long 
after the sale had officially closed, we con- 
tinued to receive orders from customers, 
many of whom had not been heard from in 
months, even years, which fact will serve 
to indicate the excellent advertising value 
of such an event, apart from the profit in 
dollars and cents—which was quite satis- 
factory. 

Whether or not you adopt the policy of 
buying jobs to offset your losses, at least 
make up your mind not to let dead stock 
accumulate on the shelves. Nothing is 
more fatal to the conduct and atmosphere 
of a live bookstore than an accumulation 
of volumes which have outlived their day 
and their price mark. Go thru your stock 
once a year with your courage in your 
hands and don’t be afraid to cut prices 
on the lame ducks. It may hurt your sensi- 
bilities considerably, but you will prob- 
ably be a better buyer if you personally 
will pass sentence on the mistakes of 
yesteryear. : ;

Also in the nursery on the 
second floor was a bookcase with children’s 
books, and juveniles were placed informally 
on tables and cabinets in the room. The 
adult books, 200 in number, were from a 
list approved by the Division of Literature 
of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and were assembled and contributed 
by members of the National Association of 
Book Publishers, a service on the part of 
these publishers in the interest of good 
books. The list of books was printed by 
Abraham & Straus for distribution. The 
fifty children’s books for this last division 
displayed in the model nursery were selected 
by Clara W. Hunt, Superintendent of ‘the 
Children’s Department of the Brooklyn 
Library and one of the editors of The 
Bookshelf for Boys and Girls.

Do They Hate to Read? 


N the chorus of pleasant emphasis on 

the value of good reading for young 

people and on the opportunity which 
booksellers and others have to increase the 
number of books in the home, the only 
pessimistic view this fall seems to come in 
an article by O. J. Lewis in the Saturday 
Review of November 7th. Mr. Lewis be- 
lieves that “The child has no natural love 
of reading. Reading at best is a highly 
unnatural and artificial occupation, repel- 
lent to the instincts of any normal child. 
It is one which he approaches with suspicion 
and against which he early develops a vio- 
lent and thoroly natural prejudice.” 

This opinion differs so radically from 
the common opinion that it gives Mr. 
Lewis somewhat the prominence of O'Reilly 
who claimed to be the only one in the 
regiment who was in step. Certainly 
there are now plenty of well-informed ob- 
servers of children’s reading habits, and 
few have found that the child has “no 
natural love of reading.” Everyone must, 
to some extent, reason from his own rec- 
ollections and his own experience, and it 
may have been that Mr. Lewis’s early 
book contacts were particularly unpleasant. 
He is certainly out of touch with the pres- 
ent methods of teaching reading, as he 
believes that the children are put thru “a 
rigorous and totally arbitrary period of 
drudgery merely to master the alphabet.” 
On the contrary little or no attention is 
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paid in schools to routine learning of the 
alphabet, but the children are led gradu- 
ally thru picture interest, step. by step to 
the exciting adventure of learning how to 
get the stories that belong with the pic- 
tures and exploring the waiting world of 
books. Moreover, children are far into the 
delights of books before they are called on 
to read to themselves, and the impulse to 
read becomes merely a natural ambition 
to go a little faster and a little further 
than can be accomplished by always wait- 
ing until mother and father have time to 
continue the reading aloud. 

Still another complaint from Mr. Lewis 
is “that no reader of a publisher’s list can 
fail to observe how considerable a part 
juveniles play in the sum total of the books 
published each season, and that no one who 
will trouble to examine a few typical 
examples of this unceasing stream can 
escape the conclusion that here more than 
in any other department publishing stan- 
dards are lax and bars let down.” 


This estimate is so recklessly wide of the 
mark that it seems rather astonishing that 
it could have been printed in the same 
periodical whose columns emphasize the 
publishers’ fall selection of children’s books. 
Mr. Lewis’s estimate could not have been 
made after any reasonable examination of 
the product of the publishers, and_ his 
opinion is quite dissimilar to that of most 
impartial students of present-day Ameri- 
can book output. A vast deal of time and 
attention is being given to the publishing 
of children’s books, and it might almost 
be said that it is now getting more expert 
and detailed care than any other depart- 
ment of publishing except textbooks. 
American books for children can challenge 
without fear comparison with the output of 
any other publishing country, and our pub- 
lishers draw their material from the writers 
and artists of the world. 


The books offered in the advertising 
pages of the same Saturday Review in- 
cluded: “When We Were Very Young” 
by A. A. Milne; “Poor Cecco” by Mar- 
gery Williams Bianco, illustrated by 
Arthur Rackham; “The Fat of the Cat 
and Other Stories” by Gottfried Keller, 
adapted by Louis Untermeyer; Fall’s “A 
B C” and “Mother Goose,” Padraic 
Colum’s two new books; ‘A Gallery of 
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Children” by A. A. Milne, illustrated by 
Willebeek Le Mair; “Dr. Dolittle’s Zoo” 
by Hugh Lofting, and “Boy’s Book of 
Pirates’ by Henry Gilbert. If anyone 
seriously believes that this shows a letting 
down of bars and. of lax standards, he 
knows nothing about children’s books or 
their publishing. 

Mr. Lewis has further quarrel with the 
boys’ magazines, saying, “The boy, as a 
rule, begins reading them as soon as the 
baneful memory of his early struggle with 
letters has begun to wear off and thereafter 
thru the entire formative period of his 
reading life he is almost completely in their 
hands.” 

We do not know what boys he has been 
observing, but, information from those 
who are experienced in their contact with 
boys, fails to prove that the boys’ maga- 
zines completely absorb the reading life of 
the boy. It is about as little likely to be 
true as that the magazines completely ab- 
sorb the attention of the adult reader. 
There are not two kinds of boys, those 
who read books and those who read maga- 
zines—but alert and interested readers who 
range into both fields. Boys’ magazines 
do not contain a hundred per cent great 
literature any more than adult magazines 
do, but they have been responsible for 
searching out and bringing into print a 
great deal of good material, and their 
standards are high and their knowledge of 
boys is wide. The most praised book for 


boys in two generations, Stevenson’s ““T'reas- 


ure Island,” was prepared for a boys’ maga- 
zine of its day, and first-rate stories, if 
not stories of such exceptional merit, are 
being brought forward by our magazine 
editors today. Certainly they will not 
keep their readers from becoming book 
lovers and book readers to the full extent 
of their possible interest. 


Does Price Cutting Increase 
Markets? 


F there were any way to get such figures, 
it would be interesting to have an esti- 
mate of the effect of price-cutting on 

the total outlet for books. They might 
give some indication as to what is the effect 
in the New York area of the price-cutting 
situation which exists there. Some of the 
shortsighted have said that price-cutting 
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was of no disadvantage as long as it did 
not spread to other communities. Others 
have seen in the general situation indica- 
tions that the actual number of books sold 
would be increased if this constant menace 
and irritation should be eliminated. 

One is constantly meeting in the subur- 
ban areas people who are attracted to some 
book but who decide that they will put 
off the purchase until they happen to be 
visiting a price-cutting department store. 
Every merchant knows that such _post- 
poned sales are not consummated to any 
large extent. Besides this, there are in the 
New York area a number of cities of from 
30,000 population to 400,000 which have a 
book distribution not at all comparable with 
their wealth and potential reading interest. 
Would not such outlets develop if the situa- 
tion were as favorable as it is in other 
centers? 

It has also been pointed out that at least 
two large department stores of national 
prominence located near the price-cutting 
leader have consistently declined to con- 
sider putting in a book department, pre- 
sumably because they do not want to get 
into this kind of competition. It is not at 
all unlikely that such outlets would supply 
big sales for publishers and authors which 
would completely offset any loss in totals 
of those outlets which depend for trade 
upon price-cutting methods and odd penny 
prices. The leading price-cutter seems to 
think that he cannot build a good business 
without inflicting this damage to standard 
priced merchandise, and yet in the same 
period of time in which this business has 
been built up equally great department 
stores have been built up in other centers 
by more farsighted and substantial methods. 

During these years of discussion since 
the effort was first made to find some way 
to save the book business from this menace, 
the country has moved forward to a much 
more general realization of what price- 
cutting means and a realization of its dis- 
advantages to the consumer. Many indus- 
tries have found their own ways to stan- 
dardize prices. Congress has before it a 
bill to make this an easy matter, and the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States is canvassing its members on this 
subject. Even our state governments favor 
the idea and when buying textbooks insist 
on fixed prices. The American Fair Trade 
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League has done a steady educational work, 
and the Booksellers’ Association, if not the 
publishers, has steadily supported its move- 
ment and contributed to its fund. There 
is in this situation a continual menace to 
American authorship, publishing and book- 
selling, a menace which other countries 
have seen fit tu remove. 


The Model Library 


NOTHER opportunity to emphasize 
A the natural place of books in the 

typical home was offered by the plan 
described in another column to send a 
model American house to a Paris exhibit, 
and the National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers promptly accepted this opportunity. 
In this case, it would have been a real re- 
flection on the program if books had been 


omitted and the Parisians left to under- 


stand that, while American houses were 
admirably equipped with electrical appara- 
tus and other devices of comfort, books 
were omitted or not considered of import- 
ance by the American committee. 

It cannot be claimed for any list of 200 
books that it is a complete library, but 
there is scope enough in this number to 
represent the different types of books that 
a family would be likely to get together, 
not merely books of current fiction or a 
few standards from school days but a selec- 
tion that includes reference books, travel, 
biography, poetry and books of the highest 
inspirational character. 

Such methods of riveting attention on 
the importance of books are long distance 
publicity and the results cannot be imme- 
diately ascertained, hut it is fortunate for 
the booktrade that there is an organiza- 
tion like the Publishers’ Association that 
can be alert for unselfish action when such 
occasions occur. The publishers were not 
seeking any publicity for this edition or 
that, and in a number of cases in this list 
there were many editions of each title avail- 
able, but they joined forces in order to pro- 
duce the impression needed. ; 

On many occasions there are thruout 
the country model homes constructed and 
equipped, and it should be the responsibility 
of all book-minded people in those com- 
munities, especially the booksellers and li- 
brarians, to see that books are properly 
represented.

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Changes in Philadelphia Plan 
PHILADELPH TA has somewhat changed 

her plan for the Sesquicentennial and is 
to make an exhibit of rather more limited 
proportions than first planned. There will 
be a reduction in the building program of 
from 7 to 2 buildings. This changes the 
character of the program and the commit- 
tee of the National Association of Book 
Publishers, which had in charge the plans 
for the exhibit, has decided to give up the 
program for a booth of general book pro- 
motion. Individual publishers are still 
free to take space and carry forward any 
programs that they may have. 

The city of Philadelphia has been paying 
for its part by putting in general improve- 
ments in the south Philadelphia area, but 
the expense of construction was to have 
been met by revenue from concessions, from 
the sale of exhibition space, and from the 
paid admission. A fund of $3,000,000 for 
underwriting has been asked for from citi- 
zens, but it is expected that they can be 
reimbursed from the receipts. 


No Nobel Prize This Year 


‘THE Stockholm Dagbladd has an- 
nounced that all five of the Nobel 
prizes would be withheld this year. The 
decision was due partly to a lack of quali- 
fied candidates and. partly to a need 
for funds for the Nobel Library and the 
Heavy 
taxation by the Crown and local authori- 
ties has made it desirable, if not absolutely 
necessary, to add to the capital of the fund 
the sums which otherwise would have been 
distributed as prizes. In such a situation 
the Nobel Fund is entitled to add the prize 
money to its capital on the ground of a 
lack of competent candidates, but the de- 
cision reached regarding this year’s prize 
is strongly criticized by the Swedish press. 
Public opinion is agitated over the failure 
to make the awards and the press main- 
tains that either Thomas Mann, the Ger- 
man author of “Buddenbrooks” and “Death 
in Venice,” or Sigrid Undset, the Norwe- 
gian authoress of “The Bridal Wreath,” 
“The Mistress of Husaby” and “Jenny,” 
all published in this country by Knopf, 
should have received the literature prize 
which is attracting the greatest interest.

Conrad on the Frontier 


An Unusual Collection of First Edi- 
tions Now on Exhibition in Chicago

N the East a wise man stirred uneasily 

in his ivory tower. Presently he arose 

and directed his omniscient gaze toward 
that dark land of turbulence and mys- 
tery—the Middle West. What a wise 
man thinks no one really ever knows, but 
it came about that the sound of his timbrel 
was heard in the land, calling the faithful 
to witness the birth of a new Athens. Chi- 
cago lifted up her head and was acclaimed 
the Queen Mother of the Middlewestern 
School. Her adopted and natural sons and 
daughters, who had been merely writers 
and journalists, became Messiahs overnight, 
and waxed noisy in the shelter of her 
wings. And then, as quickly as it came, 
fame departed. ‘The predatory hand of 
New York stretched out, seized a handfull 
of literary comets and checked them at the 
Algonquin, to be devoured at leisure. The 
bay leaves which the Windy City clutched 
so proudly were snatched from her brow 
to adorn that of the perspiring South. 
There remain, however, a few things of 
which we may still be proud. Not the 
least of these is the somewhat, we believe, 
unsuspected possession of one of the finest 
collections of Joseph Conrad Firsts in the 
United States—now that the Quinn Col- 
lection has been dispersed. 

America possesses many notable book 
collections, it is true, but most of them are 
the property of men of considerable means, 
to whom the acquiring of a coveted item 
has merely meant an order given an astute 
dealer to hunt it down. To us, the 
extraordinary thing about this Chicago 
collection is the fact that it has been put 
together by a gentleman who is neither a 
banker nor a lawyer, who apparently has 
to go to work every day like our humble 
selves, but who yet finds time to run down 
every Conrad item that shows its head 
above ground. Furthermore, he had the 
discernment to start doing it about twenty- 
five years ago, which gave him somewhat of 


a running start so far as Conrad enthu- 
siasm in this country is concerned. 

Patrick H. Browne is the eminent 
bibliophile in question, and when not en- 
gaged in pursuing fragments of Conrad he 
presides very ably at one of the Customs 
Desks in the Chicago Post Office. A re- 
cent pilgrimage to his home in the pleasant 
suburb of Ravenswood enabled us to gaze 
with becoming reverence (and a tinge of 
envy) at a collection which will, if it is 
ever offered for sale, cause very unpleasant 
gaps in the bank accounts of parties seek- 
ing to fill out their Conrad shelves. 

Twenty-six years ago someone who was 
in a hurry to make an exit from the Phil- 


lipine Islands, left behind him an exten- 


sive library consisting of at least fifteen 
books. A tired man turned these over one 
hot clammy night, in search of something 
to induce sleep. A euphonius title caught 
and held his attention—‘““The Nigger of the 
Narcissus”! A few pages sampled and 
sleep was forgotten. One of America’s 
first Conrad enthusiasts was off on a hunt 
that has lasted a quarter of a century. 
I don’t think I ever before realized what it 
means to collect one author as thoroly as 
Mr. Browne has collected Conrad until 
I stood in his den and looked with awe at 
the cases lining the walls, each one crammed 
to the breaking point with books, pam- 
phlets, magazines, newspapers—every item 
by, about, or pertaining to Conrad (or 
Thomas Hardy). 

Here is no wild confusion of authors 
and editions, but a splendid tribute paid 
to genius by a man capable of recognizing 
it and treasuring its manifestations. Maga- 
zines that sold in the freshness of their 
youth for ten or twelve cents, are now 
tenderly encased in slip covers and exquisite 
leather cases, because they happen to con- 
tain articles or stories by Conrad. Pam- 
phlets that were probably despised at one 
time by the discerning public rest here with 
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becoming dignity in the embrace of full 
levant because they bear the magic name 
of a master of English prose. 

One item that is full of that mysterious 
quality known as human interest is a 
dummy copy issued by Conrad’s American 
publishers prior to the publication of “The 
Arrow of Gold.” Presumably bound up 
for the use of their salesmen it contains in 
full a letter written by Conrad, apparently 
in response to a request for a sample chap- 
ter. He displays manifest annoyance at 
the mere idea of anyone doubting his genius 
to the extent of requiring a sample of it, 
and reminds his correspondent in no uncer- 
tain terms that literature is scarcely to be 
thought of in terms of wheat! Among 
other Conrad letters owned by Mr. Browne 
there is one to a Mr. Benrimo, concerning 
rehearsals of Conrad’s play “The Secret 
Agent,” which would seem to indicate 
definitely that J. C.’s stenographer could 
never have won a prize in a typists’ contest. 
In still another letter we find him reiter- 
ating his admiration of Colonel Fred 
Burnaby, whose “Ride to Khiva” is men- 
tioned in “Youth” (together with “Sartor 
Resartus”) as being one of the first books 
that Conrad sharpened his English upon. 

It is manifestly impossible to enumerate 
in this article all of the First Editions 
which the collection includes, but some 
items deserve a special mention. For in- 
stance—“One Day More” (1917) “The 
Tale” (1919), “John Galsworthy” (1922), 
twenty-five copies, privately printed, com- 
prised the First Edition of each of these 
titles, and any collector who has ever pur- 
sued ‘“‘one of twenty-five copies” will appre- 
ciate their. rarity. Scarcely less rare are 
“The Black Mate” (1922) one of fifty 
privately printed copies, and ‘Prince 
Roman” (1920), one of twenty-five copies, 
also issued for private circulation. 

Here in a beautifully tooled morocco 
case is a copy of The New Review for 
August 1897, marking the first public 
appearance of the famous Preface to the 
“‘Nigger of the Narcissus.” Beside it is 
another case containing a copy of The 
English Review for April 1909. To this 
issue Conrad contributed “The Nature of 
a Crime” under the pseudonym “Baron von 
Aschendorf,” altho curiously enough it has 
appeared recently in the Transatlantic Re- 
view as a new Conrad utterance without 
mention of its previous publication. It also 
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seems to have escaped mention in the 
authoritative Conrad Bibliography issued 
by Thomas J. Wise. 

‘Then there are the pamphlets. During 
the war years and the years of peace argu- 
ment which followed, quite a respectable 
number of Conrad pamphlets were pub- 
lished. Possibly to make life more intense 
for future generations of collectors, these 
were issued in not too generous quantities, 
usually twenty-five copies of a title. De- 
duct from this quantity the copies deposited 
for copyright purposes, the copies sent to 
personal friends, and consider the eager 
noses of book dealers quivering for scent 
of the remaining copies then you will have 
a faint idea of the chance an ordinary 
mortal has of owning items of this kind. 
And yet—practically everyone of these 
excessively scarce pamphlets is included in 
this collection. 

To satisfy the national passion for statis- 
tics it might be mentioned that the Browne 
collection contains approximately seventy 
actual Conrad Firsts (including pam- 
phlets), eighty odd books and periodicals 
to which Conrad contributed stories or 
articles, over one hundred books and maga- 
zines containing estimates and appreciations 
of Conrad, and quite an imposing lot of 
original Conrad letters—to say nothing of 
duplicates and sets. The collection, of 
course, is not spectacular in the same sense 
as the Quinn collection, because it lacks 
the original MSS. and some of the personal 
association copies which made the Quinn. 
Sale so colorful (and expensive). Con- 
sidering it, however, as the property of a 
man who has had to pursue his quest un- 
aided by wealth or close personal contact 
with the object of his admiration, it would 
seem that Mr. Browne deserves a laurel 
wreath or two. In some recent Conrad 
advertising his publishers emphasize the 
fact that certain perspicacious critics have 
been cheering for Conrad for ten or a 
dozen years. Considering 1899 as the year 
which generated the Browne enthusiasm 
for J. C. perhaps we are justified in de- 
ciding that in P. H. Browne, Chicago 
possesses America’s original Conrad “fan.”

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For Selling the Masterpieces 


MEMBER of the police force of 

Chicago purchased at the art depart- 
ment of Kroch’s International Bookstore 
13 postal cards reproducing famous paint- 
ings by Titian, Giorgione, Palma Vecchio 
and other artists of high standing, repro- 
ductions of paintings in famous galleries, 
and Mr. Kroch has been accused of selling 
obscene pictures. He has immediately 
asked for a jury trial, in order to get a 
verdict that will completely clear the issue. 
Such a case is important for all who deal 
in art reproductions, and the booktrade, 
too, is interested because Kroch’s has the 
very highest reputation. 


Bad Strike in London Booktrade 
ALU the London booktrade was for 


two weeks after November 2nd seri- 
ously handicapped by the strike of the 
packers and porters employed by the book 
publishing houses. ‘This kind of strike 
causes an almost complete stoppage of the 
flow of books from publisher to wholesaler 
or from publisher and wholesaler to re- 
tailer. Even the bookseller’s pick-up boys 
could not obtain books from the publishers. 
The dispute concerned 1,000 to 1,200 men, 
and seriously affected the production and 
distribution of books for Christmas trade. 
At a mass meeting held November st, 
the men passed a resolution endorsing the 
action of the leaders in calling the strike. 
The dispute came out of wage discussion. 
The packers who are now paid £3 5s. for 
a 44-hour week and the porters who are 
paid £3 2s. for the same work claimed 
an advance of 17s. 6d. The employers 
pointed out that the present wage scale was 
fixed in May, 1919, when the cost of living 
figure was 33% higher than it is today, 
and that the hours and wages for this 
union are more favorable than in other 
trades. The strike has been settled this 
week but no details have been received.

“J would say that . . . the spine or 
vertebra principle of my book is a model 
or ideal (for the service of the New 
World, & gradually absorbed in it) of a 
complete healthy, heroic, practical modern 
Man—emotional, moral, spiritual, patri- 
otic—a grander, better son, brother, hus- 
band, father, friend, citizen, than any yet— 
formed and shaped in consonance with 
modern science, with American Democ- 
racy, & with the requirements of current 
industrial and professional life—model of 
a Woman also, equally modern & heroic— 
a better daughter, wife, mother—citizen 
also—than any yet. I seek to typify a liv- 
ing Human Personality, immensely animal, 
with immense passions, immense amative- 
ness, immense adhesiveness,—in the woman 
immense maternity—and then in both im- 
menser far in moral conscience, and in al- 
ways realizing the direct & indirect con- 
trol of the divine laws through all & over 
all forever. In “Democratic Vistas” I seek 
to make patent the appalling vacuum in 
our times & here, of any school of great 
imaginative literature . . . fit for a Repub- 
lic, & healthy people. . . . I would project 
at least the rough sketch or outline of such 
a school of Literatures—an entirely new 
breed of authors, poets, American, compre- 
hensive, Hegelian, Democratic, religious.”

NNE PARRISH’S prize novel, “The 
A Perennial Bachelor,” which only 

made its appearance in the best 
seller list last month, has jumped all the 
way to first place in the Best Seller list 
published by Books of the Month. “One 
Increasing Purpose,” by A. S. M. Hutchin- 
son, published just a month later than the 
prize winning novel, is on the list for the 
first time, at second place. ‘Glorious 
Apollo” and “The Keeper of the Bees” 
have taken slight drops to third and fourth, 
respectively. “Soundings,” which has been 
a most consistent best seller ever since it 
came out early last spring, is last of the 
upper five. “The Professor’s House” has 
advanced a step, just preceding “Queer 
Judson,” Joseph C. Lincoln’s recently pub- 
lished novel. ‘A Son of His Father” comes 
next, followed by still another prize novel, 
this one making its first bow on the list. 
It is “Wild Geese,” a story of the barren 
northwest states, by Martha Ostenso, who, 
with it, won the $13,500 prize for a first 
novel offered by Dodd, Mead & Co., in 
conjunction with the Pictorial Review and 
Famous Players Pictures. Last is “Little 
Ships,” Kathleen Norris’ novel of family 
life in San Francisco. Altho it was pub- 
lished in September, steadily increasing 
sales have just brought it among the first 
ten. 

The order of the last three months in 
the non-fiction list has been changed by 
the appearance of Lord Grey’s memoirs, 
“Twenty-five Years” at the top. Next is 
“The Man Nobody Knows,” which has 
been hovering among the first five for the 
past few months. Next come those three 
regulars, “Diet and Health,” “When We 
Were Very Young” and the “Boston 
Cooking School Cook Book.” Emily 
Post’s “Etiquette,” which has not been 
so high on the “Best Sellers” list for 
some time, is sixth, this month, its 
sales apparently taking a sudden bound. 
“Anatole France” is followed by “The 
Greatest Book in the World,” which has 
gone down one place in the course of a 
month. “‘Ariel’ holds ninth position as it 
did in September. Last is Hendrick’s 
“Life and Letters of Walter H. Page.” 
The sudden return to the best seller list 
of this American biography is undoubtedly 
due to its publication in a popular edition.

Postal Revenue 


AS’ the time for the new Congress draws 

near, there is increasing interest in the 
postal situation and possible changes in the 
rates as adopted last April. According to 
the latest estimate of Postmaster General 
New, the new rates have increased the De- 
partment’s income by $32,000,000, while 
the salary increase voted by Congress is 
approximately $68,000,000. Mr. New 
recommends one change, and that is that 
there be a 1c. charge for 2 ounces on the 
mailing of newspapers and periodicals by 
the public. The rate as adopted in April 
is so high that it has practically prohibited 
people from remailing magazines and pa- 
pers to other people who might be interested 
in them. :

The tablet reads: “On this 
site was the home of Robert G. Ingersoll. 
He knew no fear except the fear of doing 
wrong. Born 1833; died 1899.” 


A COMPLETE manuscript copy of the 

Greville “Memoirs” has been pur- 
chased in England and brought to. this 
country by Gabriel Wells, the rare book 
dealer, who announces that the work will 
be published in unexpurgated form by an 
American publisher. The “‘Memoirs” in 
the original handwriting of Greville are in 
the British Museum under seal. The copy 
obtained by Wells was made under the 
supervision of Roove for the press and con- 
tains his pen marks cancelling the passages 
that were omitted. Most of the expur- 


gated passages are pungent public opinions 
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of Greville, many of them on Queen 
Victoria. 


"THE current catalog of James F. Drake, 

the rare book dealer, is an unusually 
interesting and attractive issue. Among 
the rarer items is an association copy of 
the first edition of Fitzgerald’s translation 
of “The Rubdaiyét of Omar Khayyam” 
listed at $2,500. ‘This copy was given by 
Fitzgerald to his housekeeper, Mrs. Howe, 
who has written her name, “Bessie Howe,” 
in purple ink on the front cover. Laid in 
is a two page letter, with initials written 
by Fitzgerald to his housekeeper. Fitz- 
gerald himself has corrected the word 
“Lightening” in Stanza XIV to “Light- 


ing.” This association copy is probably 
one of the finest copies of this issue of this 


masterpiece in existence. 


THE Carnegie United Kingdom Trus- 

tees have recently made a grant of 
$3,000 toward the Library of the League 
of Nations, a grant which is to be used 
solely for the purchase of books and equip- 
ment. Books dealing with the work of the 
League in all its aspects will be the first 
charge, then, as far as funds permit, books 
on current history and conditions in vari- 
ous countries. One of the conditions of the 
Carnegie grant was that the League of 
Nations Union Library should be made 
available to the public thru the Central 
Library for Students, and any serious read- 
er, who is not a member of the Union, can 
apply for books in this way. 


HOSE who have read the first four vol- 

umes of Joseph Farington’s diary will 
find that Vol. V, just published, is in no 
way behind its predecessors. It is not only 
very readable, but valuable to the artist or 
critic, being the cumulative experience of 
a thoroly equipped expert in all things 
artistic. Joseph Farington notes minutely 
the incidents connected with his circle dur- 
ing the years 1808-1809. Most interest- 
ing are the criticisms of painters and works 
of art now well established in reputation, 
but then on trial. Of the Elgin Marbles, 
now in the British Museum, Farington 
says that the sculptor Nollekins saw no 
beauty in them, but that Benjamin West, 
then president of the Royal Academy and 
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a man of 70, said that he should devote a 
long time to their study. % 


66rTHE Diaries of George Washington,” 

recently published by Houghton 
Mifflin Company, has already passed into 
its third printing. The reviews show a 
keen interest in the work. It may be 
noted that Washington’s intellectual in- 
terests find no reflection in these pages, and 
that he scarcely mentions a book in the 
entire half century. The Washington we 
find portrayed by himself is a lover of 
social gaiety; a most hospitable host, a keen 
sportsman, enjoying life in the open and 
a witty sally at the expense of a com- 
panion; accepting public office as a duty in 
the day’s work; not much interested in art 
or literature; a country squire with country 
tastes and sterling character. In reading 
his records we forget the wooden image of 
most of the portraits, the “stern patriot,” 
and “Father of His Country,” and become 
acquainted with a very human country 
gentleman of the eighteenth century, who, 
now and then, with regret, is forced to 
leave his plantation to take part in the 
affairs of the nation. 


“*C) NE of the first bookshops to visit 

when in London,” says Ernest 
Dressel North in The Book Lover’s Quar- 
terly, “is that of Quaritch. In 1847 Ber- 
nard Quaritch was earning twenty-four 
shillings a week serving in Bohn’s book- 
shop of Covent Garden, out of which he 
had saved £10, and nothing daunted 
started in business for himself. There is a 
story in circulation to the effect that when 
Bohn asked him where he was going, he 
told him frankly that he meant to set up 
in opposition to him. Bohn laughed “Don’t 
you know that I am the first bookseller in 
England?” “Yes,” came the reply, “‘but 
I am going to be the first bookseller in 
Europe”—a vow which has been literally 
fulfilled. Quaritch was a native of Prus- 
sian Saxony and took out his papers the 
year he started in business in a little corner 


shop in Castle street, Leicester Square. ~ 


Within thirteen years he was able to move 
to No. 15 Piccadilly, where he reigned as 
prince of antiquarian booksellers until his 
death in 1900.” 
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THE most important sale of the season 
was held at the Anderson Galleries 
November 9, when the small but very 
choice library of the Rev. Isaac Doorman 
of this city was sold, 236 lots bringing 
$16,195.75. The sale was well attended 
and many high prices were realized. The 
highest price, $3,400, was paid for a fine 
copy of the first edition of Shakespeare’s 
“Poems,” small 8vo, morocco by Charles 
Lewis, London, 1640, with the duplicate 
undated titlepage. Other interesting lots 
and the prices which they brought were the 
following: Spenser’s “Faerie Queene,” 2 
vols., levant morocco, London, 1590-96, 
rare first edition of both volumes, $1,375;
